CRITKISM OF JUD(;ES. 
The irpprihonment of a new.spaper editor in Memphis, Tenn., on 
a charjre of contempt oi cou rt, is resu lting in a whole.some qu es­ 
tioning thiou ghou t the cou ntry of the oft-asseited immu nity of 
the bench from pu blic criticism. 
Tlie editor concerned had pu bUahed a politicid editorial in 
which he mentioned no names, bu t made a general criticism of 
political conditions and their connection with the ju diciary. This 
was taken by a Meniphi.s ju dge as a personal criticism of him. On 
the grou nd that the editor had attacked him in order to influ ence 
a pending lawsu it, he ordered the editor to jail for ten days. 
Whether this particu lar action was ju st oi u nju st need not 
be discu ssed. Most of those who hav e commented on it seem to 
think that the editor was within his rights. As regards the right 
and du ty of newspajiers in general to criticise the cou rts when 
occasion seems to requ ire it, there is general agrternent. 
I’erhaps the best comment in su ppoil of su ch critici;im is that 
made some time ago by former President Taft, liirnself one of tiie 
most distingu ished members of the bench and bar, addre.Hsing the 
American Har Uisociation* lie said: 
“The ojiportu nity freely and pu blicly to criticise ju dicial ac­ 
tion is of v astly more imiKirtance to the body jHiiitic than the im­ 
mu nity oi cou rts and ju dges from u nju st aspersions and attack. 
“Nothing tends more to render ju dges carelu l ol their dtei ioiT>
